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Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting-  my  Report 
for  1905  for  your  consideration. 

During  the  year  I made  61  weekly  visits  of  inspection 
to  various  parts  of  the  Parish,  as  well  as  special  visits  for 
cases  specially  pointed  out  by  your  Surveyor,  who  accom- 
panied me  on  many  occasions. 

Last  year  I was  able  to  report  a decided  improvement 
in  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Town,  and  this  year  it 
affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a further 
marked  improvement  in  the  same  direction,  thanks  mainly 
to  the  skill  and  efficiency  of  your  Surveyor  and  Inspector, 
Mr.  A.  G.  Wheeler. 

During  the  year  138  notices  to  abate  nuisances  were 
served,  and  all  these  have  either  been  remedied  or  are  in 
process  of  being  remedied.  Two  buildings  have  been  con- 
demned as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  principal  nuisances  discovered  were  a cellar  in 
Derby-road  in  which  was  a foot  depth  of  crude  sewage. 
One  at  New  Eastwood  where  water  accumulated  to  a con- 
siderable depth  in  wet  weather.  Several  houses  in  Nether- 
green  minus  drains  ; two  houses  in  Greenhills  without  proper 
ashpits  or  drains.  In  all  disputed  cases  I am  glad  to  know 
that  the  Sanitary  Committee  gave  united  support  to  the 
Surveyor  and  myself. 
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The  ashpits  and  closets  in  the  district  are  emptied  and 
attended  to  reg’ularly,  and  I consider  them  to  be  in  a satis- 
factory condition. 

I trust  the  Council  will  continue  to  insist  on  Water 
Closets  for  all  new  property,  as  I consider  the  old-fashioned 
open  closets  very  detrimental  to  health. 

I very  much  regret  to  again  have  to  remind  the  Council 
that  a Public  Urinal  is  still  a thing  of  the  future,  although 
urgently  needed. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a 
substantial  decrease  in  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.  In 
1904,  35  cases  were  reported,  but  for  1905  there  were  only 
19  cases,  a decrease  of  16  for  the  year.  Typhoid  Fever 
cases  were  only  4 as  compared  with  9 the  previous  year. 
This,  I consider,  is  mainly  owing  to  the  energy  of  your 
Surveyor  in  finding  out  and  abating  nuisances  in  drains  and 
ashpits.  The  totals  are  as  follows  : — 


Scarlet  Fever  ...  1 1 

Typhoid  Fever  ...  4 

Diphtheria  ...  2 

Erysipelas  ...  2 
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There  was  one  death  from  notifiable  infectious  disease. 

The  births  for  the  year  were  137 — 70  boys  and  67  girls. 
This  is  a decrease  of  one,  compared  with  1904. 

The  deaths  during  the  year  were  80,  being  an  increase 
of  1 1 for  the  year.  The  infant  mortality  shows  a decided 
improvement,  being  i in  5,  as  against  i in  3 for  1904. 

There  were  three  deaths  from  Consumption,  and  four 
from  Cancer.  The  population  is  estimated  at  about  5,200, 
and  is  practically  stationary.  The  total  acreage  is  940. 

Acting  on  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  I beg  to  make  the  following  observations  : — 
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The  main  part  of  Eastwood  is  situated  on  a hill,  which 
is  still  composed  larg-ely  of  soft  yellow  sandstone.  The 
south  and  west  sides  slope  towards  the  Erewash  Valley. 
Ihe  soil  is  heavy,  being*  intermixed  with  yellow  clay.  Most 
of  the  Coal  beds  under  the  Parish  have  been  worked  out, 
the  consequent  subsidence  of  the  ground  causing  some 
damage  to  property. 

There  are  sufficient  houses  for  the  Working  Class 
population,  and  they  are  in  much  better  Sanitary  Condition 
now  than  in  pre  Council  days.  In  the  centre  of  the  Town 
the  houses  are  crowded  together  rather  too  much,  but  the 
surroundings  are  cleanly.  There  is  a regrettable  lack  of 
bath  rooms  and  water  closets,  but  as  the  Council  is  now 
insisting  on  the  latter  for  new  property,  there  will  no  doubt 
be  an  improvement  in  time. 

The  Sewage  and  Drainage  are  adequate,  and  are  dealt 
with  at  the  Joint  Works  of  Eastwood,  Greasley,  and  Brinsley 
parishes. 

The  excrement  is  carted  by  the  Council’s  men  to  Agri- 
cultural land  and  gardens,  and  the  Council  also  collects  the 
dry  refuse.  I am  glad  to  know  that  the  Council  has  adopted 
my  recommendation  to  place  disinfectants  in  emptied  ash- 
pits and  on  the  road  where  the  excrement  has  been  shot 
prior  to  being  carted  away. 

The  Water  Supply  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation’s 
Reservoir  is  abundant  and  pure. 

The  Slaughterhouses,  Bakehouses,  and  Workshops  are 
clean  and  healthy,  and  there  is  no  over-crowding. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses,  and  no  offensive 
trades. 

The  usual  system  of  notification  of  Infectious  Diseases 
is  in  operation,  and  works  well. 

There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  principal  disinfectants  used  are  Izal  and  Carbolic 
Powder. 

The  vital  and  other  statistics  are  enclosed.
